Descendant of Columbus Talks 
About the Rebellion. 


NEW YORK, March 30.—A special to the 
Herald from Madrid, says: 
The Duke of Veragua, the lineal descend- 


ant of Columbus, who visited the United 
States during the Columbian celebration, 
in an interview with the Herald: corre- 
epondent said it was his earnest Ope that 
the trouble between the United States and 
Spain over Cube would die a natural death. 

„Spain,“ he said, has had great provo- 
cajion for the expression of resentment 
against the United States. I am grieved to 
say that the action of Congress seems to 
have been the insult of the century. I can- 
not understand how it happened. The only 
explanation I can find is that the American 
people and Senate misunderstand the mo- 
tives and conduct of the war in Cuba. 

“It is easy enough to, excuse the populace 
in America for showing a hostile attitude to- 
wards Spain. They do not stop to think 
and they have no correct information of he 
real condition of affairs in Cuba. The Senate, 
however, should be less excitable. The gen- 
tlemen who compose it are presum to 
have full information on any international 
affair they discuss, and I can see no excuse 
for their hasty action.

“You see, every time we equip a building 
with wires and motors or the like, the 
Underwriters send out to see that the work 
has been done in such a manner that there 
can be no danger from fire. Then they 
issue certificates to us for which we have to 
pay $3 per 100 lamps. They send a man 
out before the plastering is put on, to see 
that the wires are in shape. Afterward, 
when the fixtures are put in, they send him 
out again. So we have to pay $6 for every 
100 lamps before we are through with 
them. 

These men potter around for about an 
hour, pretending to inspect work it takes 
us weeks to complete. Then they go back 
to their office and fill out a blank which 
they give to us in return for whatever 
amount of money the number of lamps in 
the building calls for. 

“This is of no benefit to us and we have 
decided to stop it. Besides, its illegal. The 
Board of Underwriters is an illegal body, 
anyhow. It has got the upper hand of St. 
Louis, but we are determined to show them 
just what we can do. 

“If they try to force us to pay, we can 
go to the non-board men or to Hirschberg 
and get our patrons into any company: they 
want, anyhow.” 


Presidend James A. Waterworth of the 
Board of Underwriters, was not in his office 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter sought a 
statement from him. Howard A. 
Blossom, a member of the board, talked 
freely on the subjec> 

“These supply cOmpanies never did pay 
us any fee, and do not now,” said Mr. Blos- 
som. They either put this charge for m- 
spection in their bills to their patrons as a 
separate item, or include it in such a man- 
ner that their patrons do not know it. 

They will get themselves into a worse 
hole than they say they're in now, if they 
try any such tricks as this. The Municipal 
Assembly will have to pass an ordinance 
bonding them and compelling them do qual- 
ify as experts, as is now required of the 

lumbers, before they can engage in the 

usiness. If they refuse to pay the fee the 
inspection will discontinue, because the 
charges only cover the salaries of the in- 
spectors now. 

“They won't refuse to pay, though. They 
will certainly lose this fight if they under- 
take it. The inspection does not protect 
us particularly. It is a benefit to the pub- 
lic, that is all. If there were no inspection 
the re would merely be increased, and 
as it is, the lives and property of the public 
are protected. 

“Electricity is as yet in its infancy. It 
has to be handled with care. Very little 
is known about it, except that it is a very 
dangerous article. There is always dan- 
ger that a wire in a building may become 
grounded and cause a serious conflagra- 
‘tion, and it was to guard against such 
things that our inspection system was es- 
tablished. No matter how expert the 
workmen may be, they are liable to over- 
look some things, in equipping a building, 
which would prove disastrous. Our men 
carefully inspect everything and you may 
be sure that when they ars through there 
are no grounded wires or anything else 
to cause a mishap. 

“As an example of the risk, and of the 
carelessness that makes these precau- 
tions necessary, take a common incan- 
descent lamp. It has been demonstrated 
that if you leave one of those globes 
in contact with any of the ordinary varie- 
ties of wood for a gufficient length of 
time, an hour, I believe, while the cur- 
rent is on, the wood will ignite. Yet u 
will find in almost any of the establish- 
— that no attention is paid to this 
act.

He said he knew of a Union colonel whose 
present happy domestic life was the result 
of the kindness he had shown a family who 
sheltered its Confederate father. 

When seen Monday morning at his resi- 
dence Col. Fordyce, with true modesty and 
a regard for the feelings of his admirable 
wife, did not desire to say anything about 
the romance of his life, but said the story 
from Washington was true. 

The narrative, as told by Senator Mills on 
the Senate floor, is to the effect that Col. 
Fordyce, while in command of a regiment 
of Federal cavalry in the Northern part of 
Alabama, had received word that a farm- 
house on a piece of ground over which the 
Union forces had control was sheltering a 
Confederate soldier. Col. Fordyce came 
from Ohio, and his regiment of volun- 
teers, organized by himself, had been. sent 
into Alabama as a detachment to Sher- 
man’s army. 

e story that reached the Colonel was 
that the farm, once operated by a man who 
was then a Confederate Colonel, was still 
occupied by his family, and that the Con- 
federate had on different occasions visited 
his family. Col. Fordyce’s picket line ex- 
tended beyond the farm, but the soldier with 
the affection for his family had always suc- 
ceeded in getting through the line of senti- 
nels and finding his way to the house after 
dark. The Colonel resolved to catch his 
adversary by watching the house, and ac- 
cordingly N were concealed about the 
farm so that every entrance to the house 
could de seen. 

One night word was sent to him that 
their man was in the place and Cel. Fordyce 
took a small number of cavalrymen with 
him and after surrounding the place called 
on the rebel to surrender. When the door 
was opened the Confederate soldier was in 
the center of his family, his belt and re- 
volver were on the table and he was without 
arms. No sooner had Col. Fordyce entered 
the room than the Southerner’s daughter, a 
beautiful girl of 18 years, sprang to her 
feet@ind grabbed her father’s revolver, as 
she was nearest toit. She was about to fire 
into the face of Col. Fordyce to protect her 
father, when the cavalry commander jumpes 
to one side and caught the weapon. But the 
young lady clung to it and she and the Col- 
onel WwW led for its possession. Suddenly 
the wea was discharged and the girl 
dropped the gun, as a stream of blood poured 
from her wounded hand. The bullet had 
penetrated the palm. The Colonel held to 
the revolver, but when he looked around the 
Confederate refugee had fied.

THE SAME OLD CROWD. 


Two hundred “sound money Demo- 
crats’” and “prominent politicians,” so- 
called, held a meeting in Dallas, Tex., 
last Friday.
